Hnsnleli.  who  died  .nuddeiily  at  his 
home  j^liortly  aflfi-  11  oclorU  'i-' 
Moniiiiy  ninlit  .i i  i  oi  .li njf  to  th«  e\i 
denre  suhnntt.'il  \  c-itiT.l.iy  at  the  In- 
Qucst  held  at  tiie  t^and.t  Funeral  Par- 
l6ra  where  the  remains  were  reposing. 
A  verdict  of  accidental  death  wfa  re- 
turned' 

Doctor  Sinclair,  who  attaadad  the 
unfortunate  man.  .ind  who  later  per- 
fotnii'il  ail  aiitopny.  m.-itoil  that  when 
he  ari  ued  at  the  \  li  k<'is  home  ohort- 
ly  foi^owlnjc  the  mvuient,  Mr.  \l.  k- 
ern  was  ilead.  In  his  examination  of 
the  body,  he  hod  discovered  the  lancc- 
like  sting  of  either  a  wasp  or  bee  em- 
bedded in  the  membrane  at  the  bay 
of  the  tongue.  One  of  the  t^oieoii 
aaoka  atill  adhered  to  It  and  there  waa 
evidence  of  much  polaon  havlrtg  been 
abadrbed  by  the  tlaauer  aurroundlng 
the  tiny  wound.  Death,  he  said,  |iaU 
been  -doe  to  auffocatlon  caused  by 
rapid  swelling  Of  the  tissue  cloning  the 
air  paaaagea  of  the  throat  and  the

Hiottlsh  Hchooi  of  I'aintliiK,  says  t< 
K.  N.  In  The  ("hrlstlun  Sclen<  e  Moni- 
tor. In  Kngland  Hogarth  and  (la'.nrt- 
borough  had  boldly  cut  themselves 
adrift  from  the  conventional  art  of 
their  time,  repreeenting  the  revolt 
agalnet  elaaelo  tdeala  in  palattng. 
Watteau  and  later  Oreuae  and  Char- 
din  had  responded  to  the  French 
views  of  life  of  their  day.  Scotland 
at  the  Mnme  time  wan  a  land  of  rapid 
change  and  mo\emeni  Tlie  blessings 
of  settled  government  had  made 
themeelvcB  felt,  and  It  la  certain  that 
as  a  youth  Raeburn  muat  have  known 
some  who  could  remember  the 
Scottieh  Parliament  and  tba  laetdeata 
o*  memorable  yeara.

Kaehurn 
Koon  assimilated  ail  that  Martin 
cr  u!d  teach  him.  and  applied  hfm- 
aelf  with  Induatry  to  painting. 
Mwdied  tn  Italy 

Through  the  Influence  of  friend* 
he  obtained  many  cnmmlasiona  foi 
ml  n  la  t  II I  e,^.  but  he  noon  found  paint- 
ing In  oild  to  he  Ihe  heal  rneilium  for 
exprea.si  iig  himself  In  ITRR  he  »ent 
to  Hume,  where  he  perfected  his 
technique,  becoming  a  competent 
drafteman,  .  acquiring  a  greater  aa- 
Burance  and  a  bolder  color  eenae.

The  Department  of  Marina  and 

FIsherlea  of  Canada,  confronted  with 
a  flshery  problem,  H  making  an  ex- 
periment which,  If  successful,  may 
be  likened  to  killing  two  birds  with 
one  stone;  In  other  words,  by  trans- 
ferring vigorous  but  coarse  species 
of  fta^  from  Lake  Winnlpegoala  to 
email  prairie  lakea.  In  which  there 
are  at  preeent  no  lleh.  opportunity 
will  be  given  for  the  increaae  of  the 
better  kinds  of  fish  In  the  larger  t>od\- 
of  water.  I>«ke  \\'lnnlpegf)SlB  Is  onf» 
of  the  three  large  lakee  of  the  Prairie 
Provincea  and  haa  been  the  centre  of 
a  conalderable  eomai^relal  fl^ng  In- 
duatry for  maay  yeara. 

Since  oommerelal  ftahing  atarted  fn 
thie  lake  the  euckera  and  other  coeme 
flah  have  rarely  brought  aufflclent 
price  to  p.-iy  for  handling,  consefjuently 
the  fishermen  have  devoted  their 
energlee  to  the  taking  of  white-fish 
and  other  marketable  species.  The 
reault  la  that  the  coarae  flah  have  in- 
creaned  tn  numbera  out  of  proportion 
to  the  better  varietiee.  The  coarae 
flah,  auch  aa  euckera.  deatroy  large 
quanUtlee  of  whlU-flah  agga  which 
further  tenda  to  keep  down  the  aap- 
ply  of  whtte-ftah.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  are  numeroue  lakee  on  the 
pralriea  in  which  flah  are  not  found 
but  to  which  only  suckora  and  flrih  of 

that  <■  \um   will  ll\e. 

Tlie  l)e|)aitmen;  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries  has.  therefore,  arranged  to 
tray  the  suckera  as  t hey  are  ascending 
aevaral  atreama  tributary  to  Lake 
Winnlpegoala  to  apaam  thia  aeaaon.  It 
propoaea  to  atoek  aa  many  aultable 
lakee  on  the  prairie,  aa  feaatble,  with 
them,  thue  reetdring  the  balance  of 
nature  and  adding  to  the  food  supply 
of  the  pralrtea.
